95. (New) The nutritive medium supplement of claim 37, wherein said powder 
is reconstituted in a solvent at a concentration higher than final concentration. 

96. (New) The nutritive medium supplement of claim 95, wherein said powder 
is reconstituted in a solvent at a concentration selected from the group consisting of 2, 2.5, 
5, 10, 20, 25, 50, 100, 500 and 1000 times final concentration.
